CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
introduce parking charges at 
Harlow’s neighbourhood shop¬ 
ping centres have been pushed 
through this week despite 
angry protests. 

Scores of traders, residents and 
shop workers packed the Civic Centre 
on Tuesday night to plead with mem¬ 
bers of the environment and commu¬ 
nity committee to abandon plans to 
introduce pay-and-display meters in 
car parks at Old Harlow, Bush Fair 
and The Stow.

Although shoppers will be allowed 
one hour’s free parking, worried traders 
fear it will be the death knell for the 
community hubs designed by Harlow 
masterplanner Sir Fredrick Gibbered 
as people opt to shop at the town’s 
supermarkets where they can park for 
longer without charge. 

Many workers are also angry at hav¬ 
ing to pay up to £6 for a day’s parking 
until they are issued with permits. 

The charges, which will raise 


£148,000 a year for the council, will 
also be introduced at the Town Park 
and Harlow Town station waiting bay. 
Motorists will also have to pay more to 
use the Harlow Pool, Wych Elm and 
Post Office Road car parks. 

The proposals caused such uproar at 
Tuesday’s meeting that it had to be 
adjourned to allow people in the pub¬ 
lic gallery to calm down. One man left 
the council chamber after committee 
chairman Eddie Johnson warned him 
about his conduct. 

After the meeting Ken Freeman, 
who has run Saver Stores in Bush Fair

Robbers grab

TWO robbers escaped with 
thousands of pounds during a 
raid at a shop in The Stow on 
Tuesday.

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Man killed 
by a single 
blow in row 
over a taxi 

A MAN died from a 
single punch during 
a dispute over a taxi 
following a night out 
in Harlow, a court 
heard this week. 
Mark White (34), of 
Broadfields, Harlow, 
suffered a ruptured 
brain artery during 
the incident, a jury 
at Chelmsford 
Crown Court was 
told. 

The man accused of 
landing the fatal 
blow - Daniel 
Clarke (22), of 
Church Leys, 

Harlow - has 
pleaded not guilty to 
manslaughter. 

David Holborn, 
prosecuting, said 
Mr White had been

drinking with friends 
and had consumed a 
“fair amount” of 
alcohol before 
deciding to go home. 
“They had trouble 
getting a taxi and 
arranged one by 
telephone which 
caused the 
problems,” said Mr 
Holborn. 

As the taxi arrived 
outside the Quattroz 
nightclub in The 
Rows the group of 
three, including Mr 
White, climbed in. 
But this annoyed 
another group of 
men who wrongly 
thought Mr White’s 
group had taken 
their cab. 

They started making 
offensive gestures at 
those in the vehicle. 
All three got out of 
the cab and two of 
them began to chase 
members of the 
other group while 
Mr White stood by 
the taxi. 

Mr Holborn said 
Clarke then went up 
to Mr White, 
shouted at him and, 
having lost his 
temper, punched 
him. 

Mr White fell to the 
floor and 
subsequently died 
from a rupture of an 
artery in the brain. 
“It’s not disputed he 
[Clark] punched the 
deceased or caused 
his death,” said Mr 
Holborn. “The issue 
is whether he was 
acting in self 
defence.” 

The case, which is 
expected to last six 
days, continues.

POLICE and officials from 
the Department for Trans¬ 
port are carrying out an 
investigation after a vehicle 
operated by a Harlow coach 
company burst into flames 
while carrying a group of 
children to school. 

The children were on their 
way to Bishop’s Stortford on the 
SM Coaches bus on Monday 
morning when the fire broke out. 

The pupils stood by the side of the 
busy A414 between Harlow and 
Hertford as the flames gutted the 
coach. 

Now some parents are demanding 
the company, which has a contract 
with Hertfordshire County Council, 
is never used again. 

Martin Scarry, whose 11-year-old 
son James was on board, said he had 
been complaining about health and 
safety issues surrounding the vehicle 
for months. “I just want a different 
bus company; I do not feel my son is 
safe,” he said. 

The county council said its con¬ 
tract with the company, based on the 
Burnt Mill Industrial Estate off 
Elizabeth Way, would continue until

the inquiry was concluded in about 
two weeks. 

The fire started at about 8am as 48 
pupils were on their way to St Mary’s 
Catholic School. Smoke was seen 
coming from the engine compart¬ 
ment at the rear of the bus while it 
was travelling on the dual carriage¬ 
way near the Hadhams turn. 

One eyewitness said: “It was 
awful. I was driving past and I saw all 
the kids up on the bank. 

“The flames were huge. I’ve never 
seen anything like that before except 
on television. It’s amazing that no 
body was injured.” 

The school is believed to be setting 
up a meeting with Hertfordshire 
County Council’s passenger transport 
unit and SM managers. 


A county council spokeswoman 
said yesterday (Wednesday) the fire 
was a one-off incident. “Any com¬ 
plaints from parents since the start of 
the contract in 2006 have related to 
lateness and missed sections of 
route, not to maintenance standards,” 
she said. 

“All vehicles used for schools are 
subject to annual inspections, plus 
planned maintenance programmes.” 

A spokeswoman from SM 
Coaches said the children were in no 
danger, adding: “They were all off 
the coach for at least five minutes 
before the fire took hold.”

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Assault victim 
suffers severe 
facial injuries 

A STUDENT needed 
reconstructive surgery to his face 
after he was the victim of a 
vicious and unprovoked attack. 
The 17-year-old was walking 
home from Harlow College with 
two friends at 12.30pm last 
Wednesday when he was 
approached by a man in The 
Dashes park and punched 
repeatedly in the face. 

His friends intervened and the 
attacker ran off in the direction of 
the town centre, leaving his 
victim with serious facial injuries. 
He was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital where medics 
operated on facial fractures and 
inserted a metal plate in his face. 
Investigating officer Detective

Lee and I have done 
many a job where, sadly, there is not a 
good outcome. 

“To see him standing in front of us 
and looking well really is something.” 


A BY-election for the Harlow 
Council seat vacated by former 
Conservative councillor David 
Kirton has been called for April 
30. 

Mr Kirton (55), who represented 
the Staple Tye ward, has not 
attended any council meetings for 
more than six months and has 
now been disqualified. 

He is due to stand trial over 
allegations he sexually abused a 
13-year-old girl. 


“I owe them a great debt of gratitude,” 
said Mr Saveli.

Within five minutes, Mr Wareham 
arrived in a rapid response car and 
commenced coronary resuscitation. 

He succeeded in getting a pulse and 
Mr Saveli was then taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, where he stayed 
for five weeks. 


Since then, he has been fitted with an 
internal defibrillator and attends 
check-ups at a specialist cardiac centre 
in Basildon, where his condition is 
monitored. 


Mrs Saveli said: “It came out of the 
blue. He was leading a very normal life 
and then it happened. It’s wonderful 
that there are people like these three 
out there doing this job and we really 
cannot thank them enough.”

HARLOW College princi¬ 
pal Colin Hindmarch has 
spoken of his relief after 
students recorded the best 
AS-level results in the col¬ 
lege’s history. 

The latest figures show 78 
per cent of students passed the 
exams this year, a 20 per cent 
improvement on last year. 

The news is encouraging for Mr 
Hindmarch, whose controversial 
implementation of a new teaching 
and learning strategy in 2007 was 
blamed for AS pass rates plum¬ 
meting to just 58 per cent. 

“These are the best results the 
college has ever had and I am 
relieved and very pleased,” he 
said.

Of the 299 students who took

Harlow MP Bill Rammell, who 
voiced his concerns over students’ 
prospects following the massive 
disruption at the college in the 
wake of Mr Hindmarch’s sweep¬ 
ing reforms, told the Star he too 
was very pleased by the results. 

“I have previously been critical 
of the college’s leadership,” he 
said. “I continue to work with the 
college to monitor their improve¬ 
ment as well as responding to the 
college’s critics. 

“These results however show 
very welcome signs that Harlow 
College’s AS-levels this year are 
on the upturn.”

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What's in a town's name 


H AVE you ever wondered how 
Harlow got its name? 

Well, for those of curious enough to 
read on, it may be something of a 
surprise to learn that its history 
stretches right back to the Domesday 
Book of 1086 when the community was 
called Harlaua. 

Throughout the ages, the name went 
through a number of changes until the 
15th century from when surviving 
quotes name the area as Harlough then 


Harlowe. 

The latter variation lasted until the 18th 
century, but it wasn’t until later the 
town became know as Harlow - derived 
from the Saxon ‘Here’ which is an army 
or host, and ‘hlaw’ which means a hill. 
According to Place Names Of Harlow, 
the ‘Here’ (which was pronounced 
‘Har’) referred to tribes when they met 
for the moot, while Hlaw refers to a 
mound of earth behind Mulberry Green 
House.

H ARLOW’S carnivals 
brought much joy to 
residents who lined 
the streets to watch the 
processions of floats wind 
their way through the town. 
The first combined ‘new town 
and old town’ carnival took place 
in 1954 and was organised by 
Harlow, Mark Hall and 
Netteswell community 
associations plus Potter Street 
Residents’ Association. 

The floats followed a route from Old 
Harlow though Potter Street and 
finished at The Stow. The £66 
proceeds from the event went to Dr 
Bamardo’s Homes and St Margaret’s 
Hospital, Epping. 

By 1959, the event was growing in 
size and the Harlow and District 
Carnival Association was looking to 
expand the committee. It was 
decided in 1961 the carnival would 
be incorporated into the Norway 
Week of activities to celebrate the 
twinning of Harlow and Stavanger. 
By 1969 it was back as an event in 
its own right, with floats meeting at 
Bush Fair before proceeding to The 
Stow, then through the town centre 
and finishing at Gilbeys warehouse, 
just off Hodings Road. 

Later carnivals, such as 1977’s, 
started at Bush Fair and finished at 



the Town Park with a fireworks 
display. 

Correspondent Valerie Chamberlain 
was one of the many who toiled to 
create an eye-catching display for 
one of the later events. 

“My husband and I had a couple of 
years doing the floats and one year 
we did a GI float, for which we 
received a trophy,” she said. 

“The second year we did a pirates 
float, but unfortunately we didn’t get 
anywhere that year. 

“The floats were organised by two 
people called Lilly and Bill. My 
mother, brother - who now lives in 
Canada - and my children were also 
involved.” 


During the 1980s and ’90s, the 
carnival procession would be held 
before the annual fireworks events 
on November 5 but they stopped in 
the mid-’90s. 

The last Carnival in the town was 
organised by the Royal British 
Legion in 2005. 

Mrs Chamberlain added: “It is a 
great shame we don’t have any more 
carnivals; it seems the council do 
nothing for the residents of this 
town. 

“Weekly concerts in the summer 
have stopped, Western Weekends 
have stopped. I also remember show 
jumping and horse shows were on, 
but now there’s nothing for the 
people in the town.”

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Council says 
sorry for tax 
debt blunder

COUNCIL chiefs have apolo¬ 
gised to 30 householders who 
were mistakenly threatened with 
being taken to court for council 
tax arrears. 

Letters warning of legal action 
over unpaid sums - some 
amounting to as little as £1 - 
were sent out in error alongside 
council tax bills for 2009-10. 

One couple who received county 
court summonses for non-payment of 
council tax were Thomas and Teresa 
Price, of Milwards, Harlow. They were 
told they owed the council £1 and 
would each have to pay a further £5 to 
cover administration costs incurred by 
the authority for issuing a county 
court summons. 

“We couldn’t believe it when we 
both opened identical letters telling us 
we had to go to court for the sake of 
£1,” Mrs Price told the Star. 

“We knew full well that we didn’t 
owe a penny to the council, but when 
we phoned up to complain we were 
passed from pillar to post and no-one 
seemed to want to know. 

“The whole fiasco was absolutely 
ridiculous and sums up what this 
council is like. They don’t seem to 
have a clue what’s going on most of 
the time.” 


A council spokesman apologised 
for the error and said the authority 
would be sending out letters to those 
people affected by the blunder, reas¬ 
suring them they would not be expect¬ 
ed to appear in court. 

“We have identified an error affect¬ 
ing around 30 households,” he added. 


“New procedures have now been 
introduced as a result and we are 
doing our best to contact residents 
affected by telephone. 

“Residents can be reassured that in 
these cases we will not be pursuing 
the debt and we will be writing to 
them to confirm this.” 


Fury as Conservatives refuse 
to back down on parking fees

for 24 years, said: “This decision 
will kill our business.” 

Three speakers - one from each 
area - told councillors about then- 
fears over the parking charges 
which have been the subject to 
consultation for 30 days during 
which they were opposed by 3,800 
people. 

Some members of the audience 
barracked Conservative council¬ 
lors with shouts that the Tories 
would not get back in at the next 
election if the proposals were 
given the thumbs up. 

The meeting then heard the 
original plans which would have 
offered no free parking in the ear¬ 
marked car parks had been 
changed to allow one hour free 
because the administration had 
“listened” to people’s concerns. 

But Liberal Democrat council¬ 
lor Loma Spenceley launched a 
vicious attack, saying if the ruling 
party had listened the plans would 
be scrapped altogether. 

She said her party had carried 
out a survey of business in all three 
areas and 77 out of 82 said the pro¬ 
posals would be bad for business 
while 80 said it would be bad for 
the area in which they trade. 

She added charities would suf¬ 
fer because volunteers might not 
want to pay to carry out a day’s free 
work while firms could lose staff 


as well as business. 

Maggie Hulcoop (Labour) said 
she also opposed the plans which 
will force elderly and disabled res¬ 
idents to pay £10 for a visitor’s 
parking permit which had previ¬ 
ously been free. 

But council leader Andrew 
Johnson, who attended the meet¬ 
ing despite not being a member of 
the environment and community 
committee, said he did not come to 
power to make easy decisions and 
defended the plans which have 
come about after the council 
received a flurry of complaints 
over access and parking problems. 

Fellow Tory Tony Hall added 
the council had to do something to 
address parking issues in the town. 

As part of the reforms a trader 
permit parking scheme will be 
offered in Bush Fair and The Stow 
as well as to members of Tye 
Green Bowls Club in Bush Fair at 
a cost of £50 a year - equivalent to 
13p per day. 

Around 60 new parking bays 
should be provided for traders in 
the areas. 

Council officer Joe McGill said 
further investigations would also 
be carried out to see if more on¬ 
street parking could be created in 
the three areas. The results will be 
reported back to the committee in 
November.

Crackdown on 
troublemakers 
reaps rewards 

REPORTS of anti-social behaviour 
relating to housing have dropped by 10 
per cent during the past 12 months. 
Harlow Council said the number of 
cases fell by 153 from 1,656 in 
2007/2008 to 1,503 in 2008/2009. 

The majority of incidents reported to 
the council involved flytipping, car 
parking disputes and graffiti. 

The council said the figures 
highlighted the success of measures it 
had introduced to tackle anti-social 
behaviour across the town. 

And this week it said it would continue 
to address the problems with a raft of 
new measures including the 
development of ward-based action 
plans to target specific hotspots with 
the appropriate resources and early 
intervention. 

Councillor Joshua Jolles, chairman of 
the council’s housing committee, said: 
“I’m very pleased with the progress 
being made as a result of the council’s 
measures. 

“Anti-social behaviour seriously 
impacts on everyone’s quality of life. 
Most of it is committed by a small 
minority and it is those who are 
targeted through enforcement action. 
“We are committed to tackling anti¬ 
social behaviour and will continue to 
work with all the agencies and with 
residents to resolve and reduce these 
problems.”

School move will create a no-man's-land

Activist and 
community 
worker dies 


A COMMUNITY stalwart has 
died suddenly at the age of 64. 

Pete Brown is understood to 
have suffered a heart attack in 
Spain, where he moved six years 
ago. 

He had lived in Harlow since 
the early 1950s when he attended 
Netteswell School and went on to 
be a manager for Sainsbury’s. 

In his mid-20s he gave up his 
job to travel in Israel and Europe, 
returning to work at Harlow 
College as a catering and stores 
manager and, latterly, as a lectur¬ 
er. 

During this time he was an 
active trades unionist, serving as 
an Essex NALGO steward and as 
a member of Harlow Trades 
Union Council. 

As a mature student, he stud¬ 
ied The History of Ideas, 
Philosophy and Politics at 
Hertfordshire University and 
obtained a 2:1. 

He was then employed by 
Harlow Council as a neighbour¬ 
hood manager, involved with the 
decentralisation of services until 
redundancy in 1997. 

For a time he worked with 
MEP Hugh Kerr and helped set 
up the Independent Labour 
Network and the Green Socialist 
Network. 

As well as being a member of 
Harlow Labour Party and a 
neighbourhood manager for 
Mark Hall and Netteswell, Mr 
Brown was a governor at 
Passmores School for several 
years, a member of Moot House 
Players and involved with 
Harlow Fair Trade. 

He and his wife Chelo moved 
to Granada, Spain, to care for her 
mother and uncle. However, Mrs 
Brown was tragically killed in a 
road accident three years ago. 

Friend Anthony Edwards said: 
“Pete will be deeply missed by 
his family, his friends and by the 
many people of Harlow who 
were fortunate enough to have 
known him.” 

Mr Brown is survived by his 
daughters, Emma and Loma, and 
his granddaughter Casey.

HARLOW Welfare Rights 
and Advice has been 
forced to close its doors to 
the public as staff work to 
resolve more than 600 
outstanding cases before 
public funding for the 
service dries up on March 
31. 

Almost 250 cases have 
been completed in the past 
few weeks, but general 
advice and information offer¬ 
ed to clients making use of 
the walk-in service are no 
longer available due to the 
sheer volume of existing 
work still to be done. 

Although the service was 
given a ray of hope last week 
when a High Court judge 
ordered Harlow Council to 
reconsider its controversial plans 
to slash funding of the service by 
82 per cent, HWRA trustees 
have yet to be contacted by the 
council regarding future funding 
arrangements. 

Service manager Sue Jones 
said: “We have been trying to 
work constructively with the 
council since the High Court

judgement but we have had no 
concrete proposals or guarantees 
of funding beyond March 31. 

“We remain hopeful but are 
mindful of our responsibility to 
existing clients.” 

Babs Levett, of the Friends of 
HWRA, added: “Harlow people 
have already said what they 
believe the council’s priority 
should be and the High Court 
judge has shown serious flaws in 
the council’s actions, so we must 
all remain positive that funding 
will be reinstated.” 

A council spokesman con¬ 
firmed the authority would con¬ 
tinue funding the service until 
the end of the month but said any 
decisions on funding beyond that 
date would be taken at Tuesday 
night’s rescheduled policy and 
resources committee meeting. 

He added: “The council also 
recently launched a website - 
www.harlow.gov. uk/creditcrunch 
- which is providing support to 
people during the recession. 

“The website provides com¬ 
prehensive information and links 
to free support available both in 
the town and nationally.” 


Shops caught selling 
knives to under 18 s 


FOUR out of 10 shopkeepers in 
Harlow broke the law by selling 
knives to under-age children, it 
has been revealed. 

The figures emerged during a 
test purchasing exercise by 
Trading Standards officials. 

The operation saw an under¬ 
age volunteer enter shops and 
attempt to buy a knife. While six 
of the stores passed the test, four 
were subsequently warned about 
the law and given advice about 
spotting under-18s. 

The exercise was part of a 


wider crackdown which saw 43 
test purchases for knives carried 
out in Essex, resulting in a 51 
per cent failure rate. 

An Essex County Council 
spokesman said: “The results of 
the test purchase operation for 
under-age knife sales have been 
extremely disappointing so far. 

“All shops that have failed 
test purchases will be revisited 
in the near future and we will 
have no hesitation in seeking 
prosecution against those that 
fail on a second occasion.”

Supporters were out in force at 
The Water Gardens, handing out 
entry form leaflets and 
encouraging people to sign up 
for the 10km walk which takes 
place on Saturday, June 20. 
Organisers are hoping more than 
2,000 people will take part in 
this year’s event and have set a 
fundraising target of £120,000. 
“We had such a fantastic 
response last year and a great 
night in June that we couldn’t 
wait to launch this year’s event,” 
said Giles Wright, 
communications officer for St 
Clare. “We’ve had lots of people 
calling us to ask when they 
could sign up, so I’ve got a 
feeling places are going to go 
quickly.” 

Event fundraiser Tracy Meale 
added: “This year we are 
looking for 2,000 walkers to take 
part and encouraging everyone 
to wear fancy dress - something 
pink and funky - and have a fun 
night out with the girls!” 

Every year the Hastingwood 
hospice provides free-of-charge 
its specialist palliative care for 
people over the age 18 who are 
living with a life-limiting illness 
such as cancer. It has to raise 
about £4,000 every day to meet 
its running costs and receives 
only 30 per cent of its funding 
from the NHS. 

The money raised from last 
year’s Midnight Walk paid for 
more than four weeks of 24-hour 
in-patient care for eight patients 
at any one time. 

One woman who has first-hand 
knowledge of the difference the 
hospice can make to someone 
living with a condition like 
cancer is Sam, whose mother 
died at the age of 47 in the in¬ 
patient unit last year. 

“At first she would go for the 
day as she was exhausted by her 
illness,” said Sam, who lives in 
Harlow. “When the illness 
started to take over, she went as 
an in-patient and they cared for 
her 24/7, helping to make her as 
comfortable as possible. 

“They’ve got fantastic people 
there. Mum spent her last few 
days in the hospice, which were 
as good as they could be.”

Pensioners fume as 
heating charges soar 


PENSIONERS in shel¬ 
tered housing schemes 
throughout Harlow have 
been told their heating 
bills will more than dou¬ 
ble from the start of 
April. 

Letters about the massive 
hike in their weekly rent and 
service charges were sent out 
by Harlow Council last week 

- and many now fear their 
pensions will not stretch far 
enough. 

Netteswellbury Farm resident 
Les Fish (69) said: “My pension is 
going to rise by about £7 a week 
but my heating bill has more than 
doubled from £13.93 to £34.51 - 
how does the council expect me to 
afford such a huge increase? 

“We were all aware that the cost 
of our heating was going to rise, 
but we were told it would be 
phased in over a number of years 

- this has come as a tremendous 
shock to everyone.” 

Neighbour Patricia Norcott 
(74), whose weekly heating 
charge has rocketed from £6.25 to 
£14.75, added: “We were told 
these charges would be phased in 
over a period of five years but 
we’ve been hit by a 120 per cent

increase in our weekly bill 
straight away. 

“I don’t know how the council 
is coming up with these figures 
because none of us on 
Netteswellbury Farm have indi¬ 
vidual gas meters; we can’t even 
check that our bills are correct.” 

A Manor Hatch tenant, who 
wished to remain unnamed, said 
her heating bill was due to almost 
triple from £5.89 to £14.05 and 
said she too was worried about 
not being able to afford the sud¬ 
den hike. 

But a council spokesman insist¬ 
ed changes to heating bills had 
been well-publicised and claimed 
the cash-strapped authority had 
no option but to pass increasing 
energy costs onto residents. 

“The council decided in 2007 
that tenants needed to pay the true 
cost of their energy charges,” he 
added. “It was decided that for 
sheltered housing tenants, the cost 
would be phased in to reduce the 
impact. 

“Regrettably, with the current 
high energy charges we do have to 
pass costs on to the tenants.”

Unit named in 
honour of Tom 

A NEW detox unit in Passmores 
House which will support patients 
battling drink and drug addictions 
has been named after a courageous 
former alcoholic who became a 
county council care commissioner. 
Tom Brennan, a former resident of 
Hertford’s Vale House rehab centre 
- which now runs the new Harlow 
detox unit in Third Avenue - beat 
the bottle in 1997 and dedicated his 
life to helping others. 

But tragedy struck three years ago 
when he was diagnosed with a 
brain tumour and now, with just 
months to live, his former carers at 
Vale House have named their new 
Harlow rehabilitation facility Tom 
Brennan House in his honour. 

“It’s really heartening and 
incredibly rewarding to know that 
so many people care about you,” 

Mr Brennan told the Star. “I would 
like to thank everyone at Vale 
House for honouring me this way.” 
The 18-bed detox unit and 
residential rehabilitation home cost 
£3m and is due to open on April 1. 


The nuisance of 
junk mail goes 
on after death 

BEREAVED families in 
Harlow are being bombarded 
by more than 1,200 pieces of 
junk mail addressed to deceased 
loved ones every week. 

Research carried out by The 
Deceased Preference Service 
shows that last year alone 
65,730 items were sent to 
homes in Harlow addressed to 
people who were no longer 
alive. 

Now the DPS is urging local 
businesses in Harlow to 
regularly screen their database 
to prevent such mistakes. 

DPS spokeswoman Eve 
Hamilton said: “Offers through 
the mail can be extremely 
welcome and useful, but not 
when they are sent to people 
who have died. 

“Not only can mail of this kind 
serve as a very painful reminder 
of the loss experienced by the 
families that are left behind, but 
it can also lead to untold 
horrors if that person’s identity 
goes on to be stolen. 
“Companies need to realise just 
how insensitive they are being 
but also become more 
responsible in light of the 
growing trend for ID fraud.” 

She said reserach showed that if 
companies removed the names 
of the deceased from their 
mailing lists they could save 
tens of thousands of pounds in 
lost marketing revenue and 
reduce the impact to the 
environment.

RODDY Byers had a dream. He dreamt of a 
fantastical world where mods, rockers, 
skins and rudeboys could put aside their 
ideological differences for an evening and 
skank, rattle and roll in unison.

SIZE matters, especially when deciding 
who to poke fun at, in Steve Carr’s 
politically incorrect comic spin on Die 
Hard , set in a New Jersey shopping 
centre under siege from armed robbers. 
Instead of lean, mean Bruce Willis in a 
sweat-drenched vest, Paul Blart: Mall Cop 
places its trust in the sweaty palms of an 
overweight, lovesick father whose dreams of 
joining the state police are thwarted by his 
corpulence. 

Kevin James and Nick Bakay’s script is 
unrelenting in its disdain for Paul, reducing him to 
a sobbing wreck after failed attempts to find love 
online. 

There’s a large divide between sympathetic and 
pitiful and in the opening half hour, the film 
stands on the wrong side too often. 

To make amends, the figure of fun gives himself a 
good talking to and transforms into a gung-ho 
action hero who, naturally, saves the day and 
outwits his gym-toned rivals. 

But the sweetness of the finale, slathered in 
sugary sentiment, cannot completely mask the 
bitter taste left by those early sequences. 

Caring, community-minded Paul Blart (Kevin 
James) diligently patrols the two levels of his local 
mall with new kid on the block Veck (Keir 
O’Donnell), abiding by the key tenets painted 
above the security station door: Detect. Deter. 
Observe. Report. 

He’s a joke to co-workers, who snipe: “Why can't 
you punch in and punch out and shut up like the 
rest of us?” 

“Because security never takes a holiday,” responds 
Paul proudly, thrusting out his chest whenever he 
sees salesgirl Amy (Jayma Mays). 

At home, his mother (Shirley Knight) and 
daughter Maya (Raini Rodriguez) persuade him to 
look for love online but Paul’s heart is still 
wounded from being abandoned by his green 
card-chasing wife. 

But all that changes when a group of highly 
organised criminals targets the mall on Black 
Friday, the day after Thanksgiving and also the 
busiest shopping day of the year, taking a number 
of employees hostage.

Bashing Bibles as an act of faith 



WISE BLOOD 

(Second Sight, 15, retail) 

Returning from the Vietnam War to his Bible Belt 
hometown, Hazel Motes is a man disturbed by his 
experiences and burning with a zealous new mission. 
Disgusted by the Evangelical cant and off-the-peg 
fervour he encounters at every hand, he travels to the 
city of Macon to launch his own idiosyncratic religion 
- The Church Of Truth Without Jesus Christ. 

Like an old time prophet, he finds his path beset by 
betrayal, misappropriation, stupidity, ignorance and, 
ultimately, bloodshed and sacrifice. 

Made in 1979 and starring a young Brad Dourif at his 
most intense, Wise Blood is one of John Huston’s 
lesser-known films. It may be touted as “a Southern 
Gothic masterpiece” but, final 10 minutes aside, it 
plays out more as a rambling slice of Americana; it’s 
clearly a project close to the director’s heart (Huston 
himself appears as Motes’ revival tent preacher sire) 
and has plenty of interesting ideas, but ultimately it 
lacks cohesion and is occasionally undone by 
moments of jaunty, ill-advised humour. 

Nevertheless, there’s still plenty to relish here as wild¬ 
eyed Motes and his new atheist faith crash furiously 
against the rocks of a reality which the film time and 
again reveals to be little more than surface 
hucksterism: a blind preacher (Harry Dean Stanton) 
is really a sighted crook; visiting sideshow attraction 
‘Gonga - Giant Monarch of the Jungle’ is just a drunk 
in an ape suit; a shrunken body exhibited in a 
rundown museum is proffered as a new messiah. 
Wherever the film wobbles, Dourif’s driven, baleful 
performance holds it together, and he’s in good 
company with the likes of Stanton, Amy Wright and 
Ned Beatty. 

Extras include perceptive interviews with Dourif, 
Wright and co-screenwriters Michael Fitzgerald and 
Benedict Fitzgerald.

TRANSSIBERIAN 

(Icon Home Entertainment, 15, retail) 

Every young backpacker’s nightmare is visited upon a 
nice American couple as they travel from Beijing to 
Moscow on the famed Trans-Siberian Express only to 
discover they’ve been duped into smuggling heroin. 
Woody Harrelson and Emily Mortimer play 
homeward-bound young missionaries Roy and Jessie, 
who fall in with dashing Carlos (Eduardo Noriega) 
and his girlfriend Abby (Kate Mara). 

But the shifting friendships and sexual tensions pale 
into insignificance when they encounter superficially 
mild mannered anti-drugs cop Grinko (Ben Kingsley, 
under-stated and very effective), a man with a lot 
more secrets than they have. 

The Chinese and Russian locations are breathtaking 
and director/co-writer Brad Anderson makes the most 
of their frozen, quiet beauty as he weaves an 
unexpectedly exotic and offbeat thriller. 

However, he does expect a fair bit of leeway from his 
viewers by having a central character carry out a 
brutal, unnecessary murder and yet retain narrative 
sympathy, and things threaten to derail near the 


climax when he seems to tire of ‘taut thriller’ and 
veers sharply into more predictable action movie 
territory before righting things for a poignant and 
satisfying ending.

88 MINUTES 

(Warner Home Video, 15, retail) 

After just a few minutes of A1 Pacino’s trademark bug¬ 
eyed gruff shouting, you can’t help but start to 
wonder if Dog Day Afternoon was the last time he 
ever actually acted , as opposed to slipping on the 
same familiar costume of tics and mannerisms. 

Here he’s forensic psychologist Jack Gramm, all 
goatee, dark charcoal tailoring and a gravity-defying 
dyed bouffant, whose testimony jailed a serial killer 
several years earlier but who now, on the eve of the 
condemned man’s execution, finds himself amid 
copy-cat murders and trying to outwit a death threat 
giving him just 88 minutes to live. 

That’s the cue for about 70-odd minutes (not 88) of 
often-hilarious scampering about all over town, 
tangling with assailants, dodging exploding cars, 
recklessly driving cabs, barking into cell phones, 
stumbling across dead bodies and engaging in 
gunfights while wading through a veritable shoal of 
obvious red herrings. 

William Forsythe pops up as a suspicious cop while 
events career towards a ludicrously implausible 
climax, but it’s hard to actively dislike a film so 
simple-mindedly bent on the pursuit of big showy 
thrills. 


Extras include an alternative ending, a commentary 
and interview with director Jon Avnet and, amusingly 
enough, the featurette The Character Within in which 
Pacino discusses what it takes to create the perfect 
character... and, oddly, gruff shouting doesn’t get a 
mention.

A very silly made-for-TV two-part fusion of Indiana 
Jones and The Da Vinci Code that somehow 
overcomes very poor writing, plot holes gaping like 
canyons and an obnoxious heroine to emerge as very 
superficial entertainment for the undemanding. 

You’d never know it was the same Mira Sorvino who 
charmed so deftly in Mighty Aphrodite and Romy & 
Michelle’s High School Reunion - here she plays 
supremely annoying, highly unlikely single mum and 
archaeologist Tess, a brittle, arrogant Type-A 
personality who can turn her hand from horseback 
jousting in high heels to historical detective work with 
barely a flick of her tousled highlights. 

When four Templar knights raid an exhibition of 
Vatican treasures at New York’s Metropolitan Museum 
and make off with a complicated decoder, they trigger 
a treasure hunt for the fabled lost treasure of that 
much-maligned holy order. 

Helped by an FBI agent (Scott Foley) and beset by 
those who would have the treasure for themselves, 
Tess gallivants off to solve a series of plot-motivating 
clues with the same beaming satisfaction as a two- 
year-old figuring out how to successfully use a potty.

There are no formal qualifications required. 
We welcome applications from people from 
different ethnic and cultural backgrounds. You 
don’t have to be married or own your own 
house, but you must have at least one spare 
bedroom that is just for fostering. 

There’s no set age range, but we do expect 
people to be mature enough to work with the 
complex issues that the children may have, 
and fit enough to perform this very 
demanding task.

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Some disabled children are not able to 
live at home with their birth families. For 
many reasons these children require a 
foster family, who can support and 
encourage them to reach their potential 
and live a fulfilling and rewarding life. 

Fostering a disabled child can be very 
challenging and is not for everyone. 

Some children have a range of special 
needs including a learning disability, 
autism, a physical disability or health care 
needs. These children need foster carers 
with special skills who can help them 
develop and acquire new skills! The 
rewards can be huge. 


SFS provides 24 hour support for any 
problems or issues that occur outside of 
office hours and a comprehensive training 
programme. 

SFS also provides support for carers who 
provide regular short break and shared 
care placements. 

Many disabled children require a carer 
who can look after them for few hours, 
overnight, weekends or during school 
holidays to give their parents a break but 
more importantly give them opportunities 
to explore new activities, help them 
develop their independence and to make 
friends. 


Many people do not have the time to be a 
full time foster carer but have space in 
their lives to provide shared care. 

Fostering allowances and benefits vary. 
Supported Fostering Services offers a 
weekly allowance between £378 and 
£756 per child, pro rata for respite carers.
